Dear Mr, Huggins: 

This is in further response to your pending ad¬ 
ministrative appeal under the Freedom of Information 
Act resulting from the partial denial by Director Kelley 
of your request for access to tho entire F.B.I. file on 
yourself. 


After careful consideration of your appeal, I 
have decided to modify the action of Director Kelley 
and grant you access to the report of the F.B.I. inter¬ 
view with you. I have also decided to release the re¬ 
port of an F.B.I. interview obtained in the course of 
an F.B.I. investigation pertaining to a Selective Service/ 
matter of which you wctc the subject. 


As to the remaining information in the files of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, I have decided to 
affirm the action of Director Kelley. Certain of these 
records are internal F.B.I. memoranda containing opinions 
and recommendations and are exempt from mandatory release 
under the provisions of 5 U.S.C. 552(b)(5). The release 
of any other Tecords pertaining to you would involve 
either unwarranted invasions of personal privacy, the 
disclosure of the identities of confidential sources and 
confidential information obtained only from such sources, 
or the disclosure of information pertaining to certain 
sensitive investigative techniques and procedures. These 
records are exempt from mandatory release pursuant to 
5 U.S.C, 552(b)(7)(C), (7)(£) and (7)(E), There are no 
reasonably segregable, nonexempt portions of any of the 
n . J records being withheld from you and noa » -o f ■i h fl ffl ia —

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Your letter of July 29, 1974, suggests that 
records of the Federal Bureau of Investigation pertain¬ 
ing to you contain communications from psychiatrists, 
psychologists, and psychotherapists. It may be of some 
interest to you to know that no such documents have been 
located in the files o£ the Bureau. 

If you are dissatisfied with my action on this 
appeal, judicial review thereof is available to you in 
the United States District Court for the judicial district 
in which you live, or in which you have your principal 
place of business, or in the District of Columbia, which 
is where the records you seek are located.
